Similar to illustra¬ 
tion except printed on blue 
paper. Serial F. 


RICHMOND: BANK OF THE UNITED STATES 

(SECOND) Operated in 1817 - 1836. 

Richmond Branch. In all probability, 
any notes found on this bank would be 
contemporary counterfeits. It is not 
known which of the following designs 
were actually issued by the bank, 
however counterfeiters of all these 
design were widespread at the time, 
and many, if not all, were probably 
made payable at the Richmond Branch. 

Where serial letters are given, they have 
been taken from known counterfeits, or 
from proof notes. All unsigned notes 
shown are proofs.

Petersburg, Portsmouth, Union. 

For some issues notes of the branches 
are similar to those of the parent bank at 
Richmond except the location of the 
branch bank has been written in. On 
some of the early issues for the 
branches, the same devices, varified 
and reversed, were used. The early 
notes showing either the denomination 
or "BANK OF VIRGINIA" in the end 
Continued ...

Thanks so much for taking time to make photocopies of your 
round cardboard tokens. I do appreciate your assistance with my 
project. 

I haven't yet decided whether to include items such as the 
sales tax tokens with ads on the back. They really don't fit into 
the same category as trade tokens such as the Fleer & Langenberg 
pieces, but they certainly are a fascinating series. Because of my 
personal hobby of collecting music-related exonumia (I buy and sell 
vintage stringed instruments under the name Turtle Hill Banjo Co., 
and play banjo and fiddle), I found the St. Louis Old Time Fiddlers 
Contest token especially interesting, and also the Banjo Candy Co. 
(whatever that was) piece; are these rare, or can they be found? 

Quite a few varieties of the Fleer & Langenberg tokens exist. 
In addition to yours, I've seen pieces signed A. LANGENBERG / 
COOPER HILL MO. Trantow's catalog of lumber tokens lists pieces 
signed AUG. LANGENBERG, A. LANGENBERG & SON, and LANGENBERG, SON & 
CO., but I haven't seen them.
